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GERMANS HAVE LoST |2~

London, Sept. 17.—The Germans
fhave ost 20 submarines since the war
began, according to a neditorial note
In “Motor Ship and Motor Boat,”
while the Britsh losges have been on-

Iy seven, including tne -7, the de-
struction of which was announced yes-
terday.

The paper says that when the war
began Germany had 11 sea-going sub-
marines and 16 of a smaller type. On
June 1 ten new ones were added. The
assertion 18 made o.at the Germans
now have only 14 sea-golng subma-
rines, two of which are in the Med!-
terranean.

A further large number of troops
18 reported by tae Balkan agency to
have been called to the Greek colors.
An Athens correspondent of this agen-
cy says a royal decree has been issued
calling oat the reservists of the class
of 1846, 1887 and 1888 on October 1.

I have read your wcditorinl “Labor
Representative Writes” wilh interest.
Tine whole thing can be characte:ized
only as fabrication from Leginning to
end, whiich no fair-minded man  ac-
quainted with ¢he real facts In the
matter would conslder for a moment.
Do you think that thie public has so
soon forgotten your siatement of the
polliey of the Daily Intelligencer to-
ward organized labo: whereln  wou
said "I am opposed to such things
(trade unions) and we don't want
to see them get started here.” You
made this statemeni to me the morn-
ing after the first local unlon of the
United Textile Workers of America
was organized here. Mr. W,
Matthews, a district organizer for llm
American Federation of Labor, had
submitted to0 one of your reporlers
a simple news item concerning the or-
ganization of the new local, and had
been told that the article would be
printed. When the article ralled to
appear. I called on you to see why it
ad been left ount. Your pnswer to
me was that you were editing the pa-

per and printed what you want 1 to |

and left out what you did not want
to print. I replied that since you had
printed several articles dealing with
the mill authorities side of the affair;
I thought it only just that you print
our statement. I reminded you that
the officers of tiae different mills be-
long to the different manufacturing
nasoclations which are nothing more
or less tlian urniuns organized for their
mutual benefit and protection, and
that you print our sta‘ement. 1 re-
minded you that the oflicers of the
different mills belong to the different
manufacturing associations which are
nothing more or less than unlons or-
ganized for thelr mutual benefit and
protectlon, and that If unfons were
the proper thing for the employer
they surely were the proper thing for
the employecs.

Labor is capital. Labor has the
same righ! to protect itself by trade
unions, etv., as any other form of
capital might claim for itself.

After such a stand as this, how
could you expoet any trade unionist
to submit any labor union article to
you for publication? You have acted
most unfalr in the matter, yet yon
expect us to show you the considera-
tion that would have been willingly
given you had you only given us a
decent consideration.

You stated in'your editorial that
“this paper has no deslre (o show
partiality in ¥ae matter by publishing
statements from only one elde.” This
is a deliberate misstatement or you
have undergone a great change in
spirit since I talked with you.

We care little or nothing for your
condemnation. Although attacked
and denounced a8 scarcoly any othes
institution ever has hLeen, the unlons
have thriven and grown In the faca of
oppoeltion. They have been, and it ia
now admitted by almost all candid
minds, instruments of propress.
Everylliing that has been secured for
the workers, in the ghortening of the
Jours of labor, higher wages, better
working conditions, éte., has heen nc-
complisned through the corts of or-
ganized labor. To speak nct only of
the material advantages they have
gained for the workingman, and have
developed poworful asympathies
among them, and taught them the les-
son of eelf-sacrifice in the interest of
thelr brethren, and still mors of thelr

And while we are abont it we will
mention the fact that during the re-
cent strike ut Anderson ills we re-
cefved anonymous comwmunications
in wiiieh attacks were made on the
mill management. These found their
way to the wastebasket, not bhetause
they were attacks on the mill manage-
ment but because this mor any other
paper paya any attention to anony-
mous communications.
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The Piedmont belleves witheat

qualification In the rlghteousness of
arbitration as a means of settling In-
bor disputes. Employees should not
resort to a strlke nor employers o o
lockout until an honest effort has been
made to settle thelr differences hy
‘means of arbitration by fair- minded,
disinterested persons. The findings of
fact and recommendations of such ar-
bitrators will  undoubtely commanud
the respect and incline the support of
the public. And it will be hard for
elther side to a labor controversy to
win If the weight of public opinfon be
against it.

Two strikes are in progress in South
Carolina at present, one of the em-
ployes of the street railway company
in Columbia and the other of the op-
eratives bf the Hrogon mills at An-
derson. The public is interested in
both. What is the trv h as to each?
How can thie pressure of pablic opin-
ion be rightly brought to bear, if
the truth be not known? How can
the public ascertain the truth from
conflicting elalms made by the parties
ot Inierost and odds?

It will be progressive: legisiation for
the general assembly at its coming
session to create a board of arbitra-
tion and'concilirtion, before which all
labor disputes must be Iaid and whase
conclusions must be made public. We
are not preparad to say that its de-
clsions should have binding force and
offect. We would oppose such a step.
But, if the work of such a board were
done fairly and fearleasly, publie opin-
fon would go far toward enforcing Its
recommendationns. The members of
such a board should be men of the
highest character and known not to
be partisans of efther labor or capital.

South Carolina is fast becoming an
induatrial state and must, therefore,
have progressive Industrial legisin-
tion.—Greenville Piedmont.
